Brittteport, Coim., Aug. 7.— A trolley 
ear horror marred Sunday &e/«. 

Nearly 40 persons were killed by an 
accident op Stratford extension of the 
Slidton Street Railway company at 4 
p. m., when a loaded trolley car went 
oft the trestle over Peck's mill pond 
at Oronoqoe, about 0tt mllea ndrth of 
Bridgeport, and sank in the flats 40 
feet below. Thus far 36 people are 
known to be dead and acTeral mora ia« 
jured. 

Only two pereons are kaowii to haye 

escaped unharmed. It is bellved that 
there were 43 passengers oo the car, 
but the indicator was removed by a 
conductor of another car and spirited 
away, so that at present it is impossi- 
ble to state accurately the number 
aboard. The scene of the .accident is 
midway between Shelton and Bridge- 
port The car was northbound, run- 
nliit toward Sbel^ It was In charge 
of Conductor John Carroll of Bridge- 
port, who was among the killed, and 
Motorman Hamilton of Mdgeport, 
who escaped by Jumping. 

CAS ovcrti;r.nbd. 
The trestle Is 440 feet lonir, made Ot 
iroBt with atone foondatioaa, and was 
not prdteeted by guard rails. Soutb of 
the trestle an Incline down which the 
car ran at a high rate of speed. It ran 
onto the trestle for about 10 feet, the 
tf,ij«k^ l^ft the rails and then the car 
eontjaaed on the ties for about 75 feet, 
when it went off the trestle, and 
dropped into the pond below, over- 
turning completely and up-ending. 
When the car struck the foi^-to mo- 
tor and ttie heavy trucks crushed Into 
It, instantly killing many of the pass- 
engers. Three physicians, who were 
passengers on a car a short distance 
behind, arrived quickly on the scene 
and rendered all possible assistance to 
the Injured. Word was sent to Bridge- 
port, and three ambulances and a po- 
lice wagon were hurried to the scene 
and the injured were taken to Bridge- 
port general hospital. A morgue was 
Improvisrd in the main room of the 
town hall at Stratford, and In a very 
abort time 23 bodies were laid out 
awmlting Identifleatlon. 

The accident was witnessed by Miss 
Francis Peck, who resides about 400 
feet from the bridge. She was up-

Bar Harbor, Me., Aug. 7.— A score cf 

persons were killed by the collapse of 
the gankplank of the Mount Desert 
ferry. 

Among the bodies identlfled art 
those of Mrs. William lilurray of Brew- 
er, Irving Bridges of West Hancock. 
Albert Colson of Levant, Mrs. Alonzo 
Oakea of Bangor, Joeeph Murphy of 
Old Town. Mrs. Hollis Estey of Ella- 
worth, Clifford Cushman of Corinth, 
Mell McCadd ot Corinth, Miss Lizzie 
Wood of Bangor, Charlee W. Downes 
of Ellsworth, B. B. Sweetser, trayeling 
salesman, Portland; Ora M. Lank ol 
Danforth, G. R. Bennett of Brewer and 
a woman believed to be his wife. 

The Maine Central ran excursions to 
Bar Harbor from all sections of its line 
in Maine, the attraction being the war- 
ships under Admiral Sampson, which 
were expected. 

The train, which left Bangor at 8:25, 
consisted of 12 cars Jammed with peo- 
ple. At Mount Desert ferry, the 
terminus of the line, the train is left 
for the boat, for an efght-mlle sail to 
Bar Harbor. From the wharf a slip 
or gangplank 40 feet long and 10 fee' 
wide. led up to the boat. The slip was 
hinged at the inner end, waa raised oi 
lower to anit the fit*- tikaber j 
four by 12 Inchee, set vertically, ran 
the length of the plank, and these were 
eroesed by two-inch planking. It Is 
said that tliere waa no support for th>; 
plank between the hinges at the outei 
end. 

When the excursion train from Ban- 
gor arrived at the ferry there was a 
rush for the steamer Sapphet. , The 
first few passengers had crossed the 
gangplank safely, and It Is estimated 
that 200 people were massed on the 
plank. Suddenly they felt the plank 
give way beneath them. The long tim- 
ber aopporting the plank bnAe in thf 
middle. The hinges held up one end 
and the chain the other, while the 
broken ends of the plank dropped, and 
a atruggllng. screaming maaa of hu 
manity was plunged into the water, II 
feet below the wharf. A few clung tt 
the inclined sides of the plank, but at 
least 150 were struggling in the water 
The piling of the wharf partlaMy 
penned them in on three sides and the 
boat lylrxfi at the wharf clcsed the 
outer end of the opening. After th 
first moment of stupef cation the woi k 
of rescue began. Ropes and life pre 
servers were thrown to the crowd, but 
in the panic the people In the water 
clutched one another, and many sank 
thus in groups in a death grapple 
Many taken from the water were un 
conscious and were revived wjth dlfll 
culty. Ooctors were summoned from 
all directions, but It waa half an bout 
before the first .arriyal. The freight 
ibuae at the ferry waa turned into a 
^orgue, the bodies being taken thert 
for identification as fast as recovfr 
ed. By noon 17 had been recovertd 
Three other persons were taken on 
board the Ss^ppho and died on the way 
to Bar Harbor. 

The exact nu,mber of dead will not 
be knoifj^^ "Oiu® ^^^^ yet, as a strong 
tide .jj^MajllB under the pter, and some 
^i^mS(y hare been carried away by 
it. A diver, who was set to work with 
out delay, was engaged in his search 
til 6 p. m., but only 17 bodies were

Kxperlmeots In rheese Making. 

Washintrtt-n. 7. -Dr. E. \V. Al- 

len, assistant director of experiment 
stations in tha agricultural depart* 
ment, has Just returned from a pro- 
longed tour of the west. He states 
that one of the most interesting lines of 
Investigation which is being pursued 
in these staWons ia that with regard 
to cheese making. The station In Wis- 
consin Is taking the lead in this espe- 
rial work, and discoveries have been 
made there which revolutionize the 
European theory that the ripening at 
cheese Is due to bacteria. The Ameri- 
can experiments demonstrate that the 
principal change in the albuminoids, 
which takes place in the ripening pre- 
ceaa ia dejMndent npoa termaat, whiah 
Is contained in the milk itself and not 
to the bacteria. It is believed that this 
discovery will have an important 
bearing upon cheese manufacture la 
the future.

Crattahoooa, Tbhm , Aug. 4.— The 
Southern Mormon headquarters in this 
ciiy this morning received a letter from 
Elder H. M. Ti0riM< *l>o is laboring in 
Fleming Oonnty, Ky., giving further de- 
tails of the ontrsge committed by a mob 
of Kentneky men at Beeehbaig, In Flem 
ing County. 

The Mormon Church had been built 
and insurance policies secured to cover 
its value in case of ita loaa by fire. To 
prevent the congregation from securing 
any in<;uran< 9 with which to rebuild the 
church, the mob, instead of setting fire 
lo it, used axes and saws. They tore the 
building down and then chopped into 
small pieces all the lumber. 

Elder Figcins stated there were thirty 
masked men in the mob, and that while 
pirt of them tore the church down the 
others stood guard with Winchester 
rifles to keep away interferers. One 
Mormon follower attempted to discover 
who some of the outlaws were, and he 
was fired upon a number of times, re- 
ceiving a serious, though not fatal 
wound. 

The President of the Southern Mission 
here stated to^ay this was the eighth 

Mormon Church destroyed in Kentucky 
within a year, and that he would im' 
mediately reqneet Gov. Bradley, of Kan 
tucky, to take pteps to protect Momon 
elders and followers.

Uis first wife was a Miss 
Stevenaon. Ha leaves one sister. Miss 
Sarah, and two brothers.

Mttorioos Ne/;ro Character iReceivei His 
Death Wsuad Siiday Morniif. 
Walter Lewis Charged With 
tk« ShNtlig. 



Charley Warner, a notoriooe negro 
diaraetwr, was shot sad fatally wounded 
between 1 and 2 o'clock Sunday morning 
at a colored dance on Hord's Hill. 

Ttie ball entered about four inches be- 
low the naval aad an inch or so from the 
auMUan line.

The dance was at John Polk's house 
and Lewis says the crowd was makioK 
so much noiae he told them to quiet 
down. Warner began oorahig and 
atarted towards him. Lewis says he 
waa baekins; away when Warner was 
shot, but be didn't see who fired the 
shot. He says Joe Haley had some 
trouble with Warner belcre the fatal 

4iaarrel was started. 

Another report, however, is that Lewis 
flred the fatal riiot while Warner was 

quarreling with a friend of Lewis. 

Warnet«told both Dr. Yazell and Dr. 



Paagbnm that be had no weapon of any 
kind. He admitted he had taken a glass 

or two of beer, but said he had done 
nothing to provoke the shooting. 

Warner had served several terms in 
the psattentiary, aad retonied from that 

instltntion only :i wri'i. -^o ago.

"Well I am on outpoat duty to-day— 
ijttkl lifiB k3i MHf,^^t b«lat in 



boys say he has cold feet ). Once I had 
to take a gang of recmita to San laadore. 
We were llred on by the 'nigjjere,' and 
apome bf the boys wanted to run, others 
wanted to follow them and aome wooldn't 
go either way. 

" We have the railroad and the island as 
far aa San Fernando. We expect to ad- 
vance as Non as Gen. Milea geta here." 

' One of the boya just came from his 
dinner. He remarked: 'If lam not mis- 
taken my memory says I have had my

reserve all night. We had a Bkirmieh 
laat night. We stand a two-hours guard 
daring the day and in the night we are 
all on guard.

"Our company eeems to be a '"hoodo" 
for getting at these "gugiea," for every 
time we are on reserve or on ontpoat we 
get in a scrap.

•rma and rifles ready in a minate. And 
then the Captain Bhouted: 'First five 
aquada to the ri|(bt. Double quick.' Well, 
we wiisi thMngh thA tide iialda of water 
andmnd three feet deep kind of quick 
and were marching in a line of skirmish- 
era Jsat aa qoiek. The command came 
'Lay down,' and behind a rire ridge in 
water. Then we had some rapid firing 
at little ilaabea of light that we could 
aee, for over twenty minutea.
